Russian 
dlicy here, sold, the northern part. of Rose 
Tetend opposite the foreign ssttlements of 
Chemulpo to a Japanese. ‘I'he island is Crown 
land and the buyer found it, impossible to 
obtain title-deads for his purchase. not- 
withstanding the ‘fact that he had paid 
his monoy to the vendor, He thereapon 
commencad proceedings and obtained the arrest 
of tha enterprising ‘gentleman who had sold 
him land which did not belong fo him. The 
prisoner, in order to, ercape the dreadful punish- 
ment which would be meted out to him for 
traffiking in Crown: property, informed the 
authorities that if he were - treated with 
clomency he would reveal a plot of which he 
had knowledge for the ovarthrow of thx Govern- 
ment. His offer wes accepted, with the result 
that the ex-officials already mentlioned, six of 
them in sll, were suddenly seized and thrown 
into prison on @ charge of conspiracy. 

The bezt-known-of ths gang is the notorious 
Kim Yun-chiun, who last year endeavoured to 
foment an anti-forsign rising in the north 
among. the ruffians-known us Corean Boxers, 
He was arrested at the time and convicted, 
among other things, of conspiring to kill the 
Lady Om, the. fevourite: concubins of the 


Emperor, and o staunch adherent of the 
Russian faction. Through some intrigue or 
 éthier,..however,..he then escaped, but it is 


thought his fate is pretty well soaled now.

Myr. C. T. Gardner, formerly H. M. Consul at 
Newchwang and Acting Consul-General at 
Seoul :— . : 

Having lived aomo yoars both in Manchuria 
and Corea I am convinesd that the policy 


impracticablo, and would, if possible, le 
disastrous. I think the mere enunciation of 
such a policy evinces an inzufiicient acquaintance 
with the frets of tha case. In the first place 
Rosela’s legitimate interests in Manchuria aro 
greater’ than the interests there of the rest of. 
tho world. Mancharia is divided into three 
provinces-—Heh-lung-kiany, Kirin, and Feng- 
tien. Hoeh-lung-kiang is boundel on the north 
by Russian territory, and Kirin is bounded on 
tho east by Russian territory. The Rossisn 
yovince of Priemorsk (Maritime), 80 called 
Boosuxe bounded on the east by the Pacific 
Ocean, ia also called Ussurisky Kra-y, or 
territory, of. the Ussuri, because tho river 
Ussuri (with tho Lake Hyika} bounds it 
to the west. Owing to the want of. good 
government in Hoh-lung-kiang’ und Kirin, 
brigands and dacoits constantly, cross the 
Russian frontier and rob ths farizhouses in 
the Bussian: territory, murdering the inmates 
and carrying off the cattle, Year by year this 
utato of affairs has becomo more and more 
{intolerable to the Russians, fur the simple 
reason that the colonization of Priemorsk has 
boon steadily going on, and the colonists’ 
wealth in horses, sheep, and cattle has increased 
—inoreating the teniptation to plunder them. 
Russia, therefore, has..a perfectly legitimate 
right to take measures to protect her subjects 
liring near the frontier and to insiat on China's 
restraining the roiders..[t.is impossible for 
Russia to police the frontivza, stretching thou- 
sands of niles. In Priemotak, long 2s its sea 
frontier is, there is only':one seaport, that of 
Vindivostok — which. isclosed by ice in the 
winter.” It is o legitimate interest of Russia 
that she should have an open port as un outlet 
of hor Siberian territories. ‘This she has now 
obtained, with our acquiesconce, 
the lease of Port Arthur in the Manchurian 
province of Feng-tion, and_ concession to’ build 
a railway. about 1,000 miles long to connect 
that port with Blagovestchonak, the capital 
of Siberia, Im Runsia’s obtaining this vdn- 
cession our Government wisely acquiesced.” The 
osition of Port Arthur, situated at the ent of a. 
jong promontory, is such that it canbe blockaded 
by the Power possessing the superior navy. 
Bosides the political and railway interesté: of 
Ruagia in China, she has considershle commercial 
interests, First, all slong the border, especially 
jn the south-east corner of Kirin, thora is an 
immonse overland trade in salt, ; cattle, and 
spirits, Busia, too, has nearly the nionopoly 
in the fur trade. Tho sable is mostly found in 
Heh-lang-kiang and Kirin, and the cen:re of 


town at the junctivn of the Sungeti and Amur 
rivers, Sometimes the Manchu hunters take 
the skin to’ Kharbarovka for sale, sometimes 
they are collectad by Pussiau dealers who travel 
into Manchuria. It is evidently o legitimate 
interest of Russia that theso travellers should 
receive adequate protection, © ‘ 

Owing to all these causes Russia is strongly 
tempted to aunex Manchuria. On the other 
hand, to us it is of vital importance to preserve 
the integrity of the Chinese “Empire and to 
maintain tho open door ‘in 
there is,to my mind, only ons wey of pro- 
tecting onr interests in Manchuria; and that 
-is “by following. the policy enunciated by 
Lord Lansdowne—that is, while opposing any 
soparatesecrot treaty between Ruswia and China, 
to axk Russia what she really wants from China, 
and then giving Russia loyal oid in obtaining 
all that is really essential to her and that can 
be conceded to her without serims detriment to 
ourselves, 

The task of concilinting onr interests with 
those. of Rursia is.a very delicate and difflealt 
one; but still there are facts in the, situation 
which lead me to hope it may be accomplished. 
In the first place, our interests are identical 
with thoss of Germany and the United States. 
They are entirely commercial and shipping, 
and are greater with regard to he province o 
Feng-tien’ than to the two other provinces. 
Owing to causes too long to enter into, Peng- 
tien is tha only part of Manchuria that purchases 
to nny.oxtent our products; and, excapt a few 
brans for making sauce which cone in the form 
of say from Hong-kong, a litle vermicelli 
which reaches us through Italy, and furs, which 
veach us generally throagh Russia, we do not 
consume any of the products of Maacharia. 
Japan is more interested in Manchuria that. we 
are; for she is dependont on that country for 
beancake with which to manure her farms; and 
further there is in Japan un extremely strong 
aspiration to dominate both Manchuria and 
China, and to place herself at the head of the 
yellow race. Any annexation of Manchuria hy 
Russia would create a ferment in Japan. 

The interest of France in Manchuria is not 
the lesa stroug because it is founded on reasons 
of sentiment rather than on material intorests. 
Tho.services France has r-ndered to the world 
ty the christianing and eivilizing pagan people, 
especially in the East, hayo beun very great. 
In Manchuria the work being done hy. her 
devoted priesis and nuns is immense. Many 
villages sud towns there are Catholic. Now 
though I am a Protestant, and strongly adverse 
to the Romanist political methods, I can only 
speak in the highest terms of the- philanthroyi- 
cal and religious work I’ have sezn of the 
French Catholics in Manchuria, Of this work 
France is justly proad, and Ido not think she 
would like this work put a stopto, as it would 
be if Russia annexed Manchuris. : 

Tt seems to me if we act in a concilixtory 
manner to -the Powers, if we make due 
allowances for their difficulties und susceptibi- 
lities, if we frankly aud loyally support Rusxis 
in her legitimate desires, if we do our utmost 
to appease local irritations and ebuilitions of 
temper of overworked local officials, often due to 


tain the concert of the Powers and’so obtain the 
preservation of all our interests.

The Universal Gazette in alotter from Peking 
gives what purports to bo the gist of the con- 
vorsation on the 19th ult. between the repre- 

| sentatives of the Powers and of China on the 
indemnity question, :Tho British, Fronch, 
German and Japanese Ministers represented 
the Powers, while the Chinese committea was 
composed of Hsu Shon-peng, Na Tung, and 
Chou Fu. The dialogue is given as follows :— 

M, Pichon: “We -hate invited you. throe 
gentlemen hore te-day to ask you how much of 
ie atemraities China can poy yearly.” Hau: 
“How much is the grand total asked for?’ M. 
Pichon:. * Reckoning up to tle Ist of tle 
seventh foreign month, 450 millions” (?}. Hau. 
“China has not the ability to pay 80 much: 
Friendliness to China would dictate 5 more, 

| generous policy.” M. Pichon: “We only 
require enough to,mest expenses. But this is 
only the amount in general, more or less may 
be eettled later, Our chief object to-day is to 
inquire what China has to offer by way of 
security forthe debt,” Hsu: China lns 
a yearly deficit. as is well known to yon. 
I think that the, present tariff, which is on 
the basia of are old exchange, . does a 
yast injustice to China. The year before last 
it was debated whothor the tariff might not 
be tncrensed. I think that if yon were willing 
to allow this, according to the present rate of 
exchange, Cliins would have a greater revenue 
from this source and the nierchants could recoup 
themselves by increasing the price of their 
goods, and so trade would not suffer.” M. 
Pichon: “ We huve deliberated upon’ the 
matter, and probably it could be arranged. If 
so China would get 10,000,000 tnels more yearly 
from the Foreign Customs. .

Sir E. Satow: ‘‘But in any case suppose 
the rice sent by sex is commated to money, how 
much would it amount to¥" Han: ~ We 
have olrendy calculated. it and tind it would 
only bea million ortwo. Besides, the method 
is hard to change. The people who pay in rice 
water it and mix it with chalk ‘und millet and 
dirt. Hener the spoiling of the rice.is not solely 
due to the losts and granaries. If it is com- 
muted to u mouey payment the people will 
suifer,-for they cuunet adulterata the money as 
“they do'the rive, This would not be « good 
system.” Sir E.Satow: “ What revenue ‘is 
yielded by the imports and exports of Peking 2” 
sa: “The Hu Tu-men take only import 
duties, amounting 1¢ 70.000.taels yearly.
